—^Twenty thousand 
people made their way to the driving 
park this afternoon to witness the much 
heralded event of the trotting year—the 
Hamlin-Wilkes special 
race. The 
weather was scarcely warm enough for 
f^t worl|;^but it was «n ideal day for 
the spectators, as a cool breeze from the 
west tempered the sun's rays. The 
track was dragged this morning and was 
in splendid condition, there being more 
elasticity to it than on the two previous 
days. 


At 1 o'clock the judges called the un- 
finished races of yesterday, which were 
concluded in advance of the special. 
In the free-for-all pacing Roy Wilkes 
won the sixth heat and race; time, 2:15. 
-In the 2:20-class trotting Graylight won 
the fourth heat and race; time, 2:17^. 


Then came the event of the day, and 
there was a great rush for points of van- 
tage among those of the throng not 
favored with grand stand accommoda- 
tion as the judges' bell called out the 
contestants. 


As the flyers came on the track a great 
cheer went up..

Turner held the ribbons 
over the pride of the Wilkes family. 
A little preliminary jagging was in- 
dulged in and then, passing up beyond 
the judges' stand, they turned and came 
down for the first score.

Tike President and His Party Aieave 
Boston for Bar HarlN»r. 


Boston, Aug. 8.—President Harrison 
arose much refreshed this morning. At 
7 o'clock state breakfast was serveâ^ in 
the ebony room of the Vendôme. 


Shortly after 8 o'clock twenty men, 
representing the Lanciers and half the 
firat battalion of cavalry, who had been 
chosen to act as out-riders on the way to 
the station, rode up. 
Carriages then 
drew up and the president made his ap- 
pearance. He was greeted with hearty 
cheers as the party left the hotel. 


The sti-eets on the route to the station 
were thronged with people, who cheered 
the chief executive 
enthusiastically. 
Several thousand people were in waiting 
at the station and received the president 
with noisy demonstrations of welcome, 
which continued as he was escorted 
through the station to the train. 


The special train, which, in addition 
to the president and party, bore also 
also President Lord, of the Boston and 
Maine railroad. Lieutenant Governor 
Brackett and members of the governor's 
sraff, and a corps of newspaper men, 
pulled out of the Boston and Maine de- 
pot at 9 o'clock, this morning, en route 
to Bar Harbor. 


E x e m e b , N. H., Aug. 8.—The first

BOE/D ROBBKRY ! 


A Desperate Desperado Boards a 
Train and Robs tite Oondactor 
and Passengrers.

Great commotion was created this morn- 
ing when news reached here, that as the 
Wisconsin Central train from the east, 
that pulled into Cadott, twelve miles 
east of this city, a massed robber board- 
ed the train and proceeded to intimi- 
date the porter. 


The conductor was asleep and was 
robbed of his watch. About a dozen 
passengers were in the 
Milwaukee 
sleeper, and several watches and proba- 
bly about $100 was secured. 
The Chi- 
cago sleeper was no t entered. 


The robber pulled the bell rope as the 
train was a little past Cadott, and, tak- 
ing a blanket from the coach, got off the 
train and disappeared. No one offered 
to follow. 


The sheriff has gone to the scene. 
The description of the robber tallies 
with that of the man who robbed a Mil- 
waukee and northern train at Ellis 
Junction some weeks ago.

He Will he Arrewted Iff He Puts Foot 
on Hoosier Soil. 


Indianapolis, Aug. 8.—The demo- 
cratic politicians in Indiana are still pur- 
suing Colonel Dudley, and just now 
they have a scheme for again attempting 
to arrest him if he comes inside the 
boundaries of Indiana. They still have 
in their possession the warrant for his 
arrest which was sworn out last fall, and 
it is believed that the grand army en- 
campment at Milwaukee, which he is 
expected to attend, will afford an op- 
portunity for the use of it. 


If he goes to Milwaukee he will be 
sure to pass through Indiana, and it is a 
part of the scheme to have his move- 
ments closely watched by detectives, 
with a view to taking him into custody 
the moment that he comes within the 
jurisdiction of the officers in Indiana. 
The warrant for his arrest is in the pos- 
session of United States Commissioner 
VanBuren, who, it is said, carries it in 
his pocket constantly.

Fort Wayne was again furnished with 
a big fire last night, and the unwelcome 
visitor left terrible destruction in its 
wake. The establishment of Benner, 
Cratsley & Co., was completely gutted, 
while the stores of Sam, Pete & Max, and 
Louis Wolf & Co., on each side, were 
^eavily damaged by smoke and water. 


About 6:30 o'clock, last evening, the 
fire beU tapped its warning signal, and 
at the same time a dense smoke was seen 
to issue from the fourth .floor of the 
rear portion of the mammoth establish- 
ment of Eenner, Cratsley & Co., 56 Cal- 
houn street. 


The fire department failed to have 
their apparatus in working order for 
nearly twenty mintites, owing to a num- 
ber of aggravating accidents . that hap- 
pen on occasions of such confusion, the 
fire in the meantime making such head- 
way that the flames were cutting fantas- 
tic capers out of the windows. 


When the firemen raised their ladders 
they were yet within one story of the 
flames. Chief Hilbrecht hurried about, 
ordering his men to the roofs through 
neighboring scuttles, 
while another 
force turned on the water from below, 
so that within half an hour from the 
time the blaze broke out the battle with

the fiery element had fairly begun. 


In the fourth floor of the building 
wa^stored a lot of furniture and thous- 
ands of rolls of wall paper. In this nest 
of destruction the flames had so well 
worked their way that it was about 
three quarters of ail hour before the 
efforts of the firemen b€^|àn to tell. The 
fiamea licked their way downward to 
the third floor, where was stored many 
thousand dollars' worth of fancy mould- 
ings, frames and unpacked goods. It 
was here the fire was virtually headed 
off, but a deluge of water was running 
through below onto the most valuable 
goods in the ljuilding in the second and 
first floors. 


The firemen on the outside, to save 
the adjoining building occupied by Sam, 
Pete k Max and Louis Wolf & Co., 
turned their streams in that direction, 
floooding both stores completely. 


It was 8:30 o'clock when the fire was 
under control. At that time the roof of 
Sam, Pete & Max had been cut open 
and a hose inserted to check the flames 
which were fighting for entrance to the 
mammoth stock inside. 


When the firemen finished their 
labors about midnight a S e n t i n e l re- 
porter pulled on a pair of rubber boots 
and went through [the three buildings. 
Water was knee deep on the upper 
floors of Eenner, Cratsley k Co. 's and 
pouring down through the ceilings in 
torrents. Beautiful specimens of art, 
long shelves of books, elegant bric-a- 
brac and tons of wall paper shared the 
same fate, all being ruined by water. 
The only damage by fire was in the 
fourth floor. 


The stock on the first fioor was greatly 
damaged by water, so much so that the 
articles will not be saleable. 


The building adjoining on the south, 
Sam, Pete k Max, was also fiooded from 
the top to the bottom, causing irrepara- 
ble damage to a part of the immense 
stock of clothing. 


The dry goods and carpet store of 
Louis Wolf & Co., shared a like fate, 
the water standing a foot deep on the 
second and 
third fioors. Beautiful 
Brussels carpets and other goods were 
drenched and damaged,by smoke so that 
they will be unfit for sale. 


The firm of Renner, Cratsley & Co., 
are dealers in bcioks, stationery, and 
wall paper. The firm consists of M. H. 
Bürget, F. C. Nicholas, F. C. Cratsley 
and G. A. Renner, all enterprising 
young business men. Mr. Cratsley said 
to a Sentineij reporter to-day that the 
firm had a stock worth $50,000. They 
"carried an insurance of $35,000. "We 
will open up again when we get around 
to it," said he, "but we are lamed ter- 
ribly by this fire.'.' 


Mr. Wolf will open up for business as 
soon as he can have the insurance mat- 
ters adjusted. He carried an insurance 
of $55,000 and his loss is more than 
covered. 


S^m, Pete k Max, which flrm is com- 
posed» of Messrs. Stem, Mautner k 
Friedlich, will sustain a loss, Mr. Maut- 
ner said, of about ^,000. 
They carry 
an insurance of abc^ $30,000. 


Mr. A. C. TS^tt, wBo had a newstand 
in the building of Renner, Cratsley & 
Co., saved most of his goods. He is 
fully insured. 


The building occapied by Sam, Pete 
àMaxisQYnedby Mr. Bcraard Trente 


man and A. C. Trentman and the Ren- 
ner, Cratsley building is owned by the 
Trentman estate. 
Each are insured for 
$12,500. Mr. Trentman said that the 
wrecked building would be immediately 
repaired. 


At this fire it was clearly demonstrat- 
ed that our fire department is in bad 
shape. Had there been a strong breeze 
stirring last night the papers to-day 
would chronicle one of the most disas- 
trous conflagrations in the history of 
the city. Happily there was not and to 
the heroic efforts of the firemen, ham- 
pered as the department was, can be 
attributed the success of confining the 
blaze to the one building. 
The first 
move of the fire department was to erect 
ladders. These ladders reached only to 
the third story—one floor below the 
raging fire. Thus handicapped, some 
of the firemen broke open the windows 
on the fourth floor, wliich afforded a 
draft that fanned the fire into fierce 
fiames. 


It was little less than a miracle that 
the fire did not spread as it was. The 
circumstances ought to be a warning to 
the common council, whose duty it is to 
see that our city is protected. The fire 
commissioners have repeatedly recom- 
mended better equipment for the fire 
depaiixnent and endorsed the purchase 
of a new hook and ladder truck by 
which ikjcess can be had to the fourth 
and fifth stories of buildings. 


Councilman George 
Ely, who is 
chairman of the finance committee, said 
to The SENrxNEij reporter 
that the 
reason new ladders were not purchased 
is simply because the necessary $3,500 to 
buy tiiem with is not available. Both 
Mayors Muhler and Harding recom- 
mended such purchase and the council 
passed upon it. 
"The waterworks im- 
provements have caused this temporary 
condition of affairs," said he, "and now 
what can we do but wait." 


The origin of the fire is not known, 
although it is supposed to have^ been 
caused by combustion, there "^ifcing 
some inflammable goods packed on the 
fourth floor. The report was corrent 
last night that a lot of fire works were 
stored there, which proved to be a mis- 
take. Not so much as a fire cracker was 
in the building. 


RJ^AIR^S CHASE. 


Tlie 17. S. marslial Rnns Down an 
Internal Revenue tlfleniler at 
Adrian« ITIIcli. 


Deputy United States Marshal T. W. 
Blair arrived home from Adrian, Mich., 
to-day, having in custody one Hogins, 
who is charged with violating the inter- 
nal revenue law at Butler, Ind. That 
town is a hot bed for this kind of busi- 
ness, and U. S. Commissioner Leonard 
is doing his utmost to renovate the 
place. 


TEK.L.1NO THE STORY. 


How tbe Schooner, Rlack Diamond, 
Was Seized. 


Victoria, B . C., Aug. 8.—Affidavits 
were sworn to yesterday by the officers 
and crew of the schooner, Black Dia- 
mond, detailing the circumstances con- 
nected with the seizure of that vessel by 
the schooner, Rush. 
Captain Thomas 
in his affidavit says that Lieutenant 
Tuttle, when he came on board, said: 
"Well, we've caught you in the act." 
Captain Thomas asked the lieutenant 
for his instructions. The lieutenant re- 
fused to show any and said: 
"You are 
a set of damned thieves." 
He then 
asked for the schooner's papers and 
upon Captain Thomas refuising to give 
them up he had the locker forced open 
and took them. 
When 
Lieutenant 
Tuttle placed one sailor on board the 
schooner Captain Thomas told him that 
unless a crew was placed aboard the 
schooner it would not be taken to Sitka. 
To this Lieutenant Tuttle made no re- 
ply- 


A. Frank paid off the Black Diamond 
crew yesterday. Before doing so he 
took affidavits from the men concerning 
their knowledge of the seizure. All the 
affidavits substantiate the facts already 
telegraphed 
concerning the affair. 
These affidavits will be used by Frank 
in connection with his claim against the 
United States government for damages. 


It is generally considered that Lieu- 
tenant Tuttle acted entirely outside the 
law in breaking open the captain's 
papers and that he had no right to any 
of the effects of the vessel. The law, it 
is understood, merely authorized him to 
take a schooner to some American port 
with all on board.
